Votes to Protest 
Alberta*Poultry Marketing Act 


Heated Debate Follow of Worki of Act—Will 
os bs Senate 


Immediately 


The dining room of the. Imperial 
Hotel was the scetie of one of the hot- 
test battles staged there for many 
months when the Board of Trade held 
their lunclieonmeeting there last 
Wednesday noon. 

The topic of discussion, the Domin 
ion Marketing Act, and its offspring, 
the Poutry Marketing Act, is a sub- 
ject that affects a great many produc- 
ers in thig area: . 

W. K. Webb, G. Warren and W. A. 
Brodie were on the committee ap- 
pointed to make a report on the act, 
and Mr. Webb, as chairman of the 
committee, delivered the substance of 
the report at the Board meeting. 

The scope of the Marketing Act was 
shown to be enormous, covering pro- 
ducts of field, forest and stream, in- 
cuding everything from tobacoo, fruit, 
vegetables to meats, animals, eggs and 
wool, Mr. Webb explained how a 
marketing scheme could be submitted 
to the Marketing Board or to the Min- 
{ater of Agriculture. If the scheme 
is considered feasible for all produc 
ers of such commodity, it would be 
put into force, and said producers 
would be obliged to conform to the 
regulations. 

In the cas® of the Alberta Poultry 
Marketing Act, all producers of eggs 
and poultry with flocks of 26 or more 
birds are affected. Those with over 


Barker, H. Carlson, Mr. and Mrs. C.!95 birds must market through a cent- 
|val selling agency, and those with un- 


der that number must use the produce 
for home consumption only. All rural 
merchants will be licensed to buy and 
sell poultry: producé. They must ship 
their surplus to a central marketing 
agency which will operate under the 
scheme, at least twice a week. 

Payment to the producer will be per- 
fodic. He will get a certain percent- 
age upon delivery, and interim pay- 
ments later on. 

Mr. Webb was not in favor of the 
compulsory feature of the Act, prin- 
cipally. He aso stated that it was not 
representative, in that {it had been 
put forward by a minority of the pro- 
ducers. He feared that, when the egg 
and poultry market had been mon- 
opolized, tbe lack of competition 
would cause rise in prices to the con- 
sumer, yet the producer woud not get 
more because of the greatly increased 
cost of handling. 

Mr Webb read several articles in 
which the disadvantagew of the Act 
were strongly brought to the fore. 
He then moved that the Bassano 
Board of Trade frame a protest, bas- 
ed on that made by the Winnipeg 
Board of Trade, and forward it to 
Ottawa. A suggeston that the other 
side of the question be heard before 
officially protesting was defeated. 
The question was put to the members 
and the vote was favorable to the 
immediate signing of the protest. 

BE. W. Brunsden, of Calgary, who is 
intimately connected with the new 
act, will be invited to address the next 
meeting of the Board. He has been 
in the poultry business for a number

It 
was based, probably, upon 4 knowledge of the vast resources and wealth 
of opportunities of that then largely unsettled area. It may also have re- 
sulted from a study of the movements of people throughout the ages of the 
past, pointing to the historical fact that “westawrd the course of empire 
takes its way.” At all events it is interesting to note that, for some reason 
or other, the movent of this world’s population is largely from the east to 
the west.

It has already had a tremendous effect upon 
nationa) and economic policies in this Dominion, and it is certain to have an | 
even greater significance in the years that lie ahead. Nor is it without its, 
significance and value that this movement of population in Canada parallels 
the similar movement which has occurred and is still continuing to the south 
of the international boundary line of the 49th parallel 

The extent and rapidity of this western movement of population is re- 
vealed in a recent article in the Canadian Geographical Journal under the 
title “The Centre of Population Moves Westward,” based on figures revealed 
by the census taken every ten years. As recently as forty years ago, (1891), 
only 7.2% of the population of Canada was to be found in the four Western 
Provinces, but that percentage has risen by progressive steps until at the 
last census taking. (1931), 29.59 of Canada’s population resided west of 
the Great Lakes. 

At the time of Confederation, the centre of population in Canada was 
near the city of Montreal; at the time of the last census in 1931 the centre 
of population had moved westward nearly 450 miles and was found to be 
located near Sault Ste. Marie, and practically 300 miles of this westward 
travel has taken place since the beginning of the present boundary | 

Not only is the centre of Canada’s population moving westward, but | 
it is also moving northward. This is accounted for by two major factors,— | 
the opening of the vast mineral regions of the pre-Cambrian area, and the 
fact that the Western Provinces lie in higher latitudes. | 

This movement of the centre of population steadily westward is, as al- 
ready stated, having a pronounced effect upon both the political and eco- | 
nomic life of Canada. Under our constitution, representation in the Parlia- | 
ment of Canada is based upon population; consequently the determining in- 
fluence in national policies is steadily shifting westward, and the voice and | 
views of the West becoming stronger. To-day, practically one-third of Can- | 
ada’s population resides west of the Great Lakes. If the same trend of 
population westward continues, albeit not quite so marked as since 1901, a 
few more decades will witness political power almost equally divided he- 
tween cast and west, with all that such equality in political power may mean 
in the national policies of the Dominion. : ; 

Coincident with this shift of the centre of population, 
natural and inevitable result of it, the centre of manufatturing activity like 
wise moves westward.

In Manitoba 4,412,000 bushels were 
saved or 15.09 per cent. of the har- 
vest. 

Grasshopper infestation wreaked a 
loss of 14,343,000 bushels of wheat; in 
Alberta; 3,997,000 bushels; in Saskat- 
chewan, 6,344,000 bushels, and in 
Manitoba, 4,002,000 bushels.

Consumer research and adaptation 
of its findings to production were ad- 
vocated as the solution of agricul- 
tural problems by Dr. Horace Bar- 
ton, deputy minister of agriéulture, if 
an address, He was speaking at a 
dinner of the eastern Ontario branch 
of the Canadian Society of Technical 
Agriculturists, 

“Consumption has been taken too 
miuch for granted in the past,” the 
government said. ‘It should be ex- 
amincd thoroughly in all phases. 
Canadian farmers should find out 
what appeals to Canadians and direct 
production accordingly. They had 
be-n looking too much to the export 
market.” 

Service to the consumer should be 
the object of all production, Dr. Bar- 
ton believed. This solution he placed 
in cpposition to three previously ad- 
vanced solutions for glutted markcts 
of alternative ‘production, control of 
production and elimination of pro- 
duction or producer. 

Cost of marketing was relatively 
higher than production cost, he de- 
clared. There were too elaborate 
facilities in a very complicated mar- 
keting machinery, though necessary 
to transfer produce from 750,000 
farmers to 10,000,000 people. Al- 
though there had been a tendency to 
centralize marketing, the farmer was 
having less and less to do witb it. 


“The farmer does not understand the | 


system, but he must »roduce to live 
and he had no alternative but to 
accept the price offered.

Each fat globule in cream carries 
an electric charge investigators in 
the dairy industry department of the 
University of Wisconsin have dis- 
covered in an investigation into the 
time it takes to make butter out of 
cream. They found this time varied 
with the degree of acidity of the 
cream, and that the amount of elec- 
| tricity also varied with this factor. 
There is no danger of getting an elec- 
tric shock from drinking a glass of 
milk or from the more concentrated 
| charges in a pat of butter, as experi- 
ence has shown. They found that the 
observations were useful, neverthe- 
less because it gave them a means of 
controlling the fat losses and in re- 
the time required to make

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A NEW WHEAT FOR THE SOUTH? 


The wheat breeders stretched the growing area in Western 
Canada westward to the feet of the Rocky Mountains and 
northward almost to the sub-arctics. ; 

Now they are returning to the prairie land, drouth-stricken 
for several years, and are working on a drouth-resistant wheat. 

Dr. Aamodt, plant breeding expert of the University of 
Alberta, is working on this problem. To develop the wheat 
species he wants, the weather conditions of th dry areas of 
Alberta are being developed on a laboratory scale. 

A miniature chinook wind is created artificially and its hot 
breezes play over the wheat plants. The seedlings are deprived 
of moisturd for long intervals. Their growth is carefully watch- 
ed. The plant breeder’s job is a particular one and calls for 
extreme patience. a 

The drouth-resistant wheat, when it is perfected, must have 
many other qualities besides its resistance to dry weather. It 
must be a good milling variety, early ripening, and impervious 
to rust and smut. It must have a short straw and be a good 
yielder. - 

Given such a wheat the drier areas of the Southern prairies 
can be depended upon to produce plenty of grain. In fact the 
developing of such a wheat species may be the very thing that 
will restore the south to prosperity.

Therefore, they 
sought to cat their cake and have it by the expedient of mixing 
water with their wines. 


@ As a matter of fact, Greek wines had the peculiar and 
loathsome quality of being rather low in the ingredients that 
would produce intoxication, and extremely high and headachy 
in the qualities that would produce regrets the next day. In 
modern times the idea of reducing the quality of wine by 
adding water is regarded with disfavor. It is like putting ice 
in beer. 


@ Adulteration is quite a different thing, as we shall explain 
later when dealing with modern wines. Adulteration, too, is 
a word that bears different connotations. We shall find that 
itis called, in some cases, sophistication; in others, fortification. 
It deserves its sinister significance only when the purpose is to 
deceive the consumer, but, as a matter of historic fact, it has 
been generally done to suit his taste. 


@ There never was a time within the bounds of recorded 
history when every drinker of wine grew his own grapes. 
When we first encounter the word “‘wine’’ in history, we find 
it was ae better in some districts than others, and 
presumably by some grapes than others. Perhaps men became 
vintners quite as carly as they became carpenters or priests or 
doctors, or Otherwise specialists. Those who made wine, 
like those who raised goats or horses, had their fairs, at 
which, after samples had been considered, orders were given 
cither for stocks in hand or stocks to be later produced. 


@ The ancient wine market has been identified by some 
scholars as the progenitor of the modern ‘‘free lunch.’ The 
prospective purchaser, as he went from one to another sample, 
to decide from which he would lay in his winter supply, found 
himself cozened with cheeses and spiced nuts temptingly 
displayed. Naturally he would eat a piece of cheese and 
fathe loca nuts and thus his natural palate would be blunted, 
and, when he came to the vital business of sampling the wine, 
he would be in no proper critical condition. 


@ Our own opinion is that the modern free lunch, where it 
survives, is not put forward as a disguise to defective drinks, 
but as a kind of bonus. We remember the time when a man 
who had fifteen cents for three glasses of beer could live 
sumptuously. He could have three good meals a day as a kind 
of pour boire. One of these meals to-day would cost the best 
pare of a dollar.

BACTERIA IN THE SERVICE OF 
_ MAN p 
(By Gordon H, Guest, M.A\) ~» 


Scientists believe that bacterta 
were the first form of life on the 
earth. Manv people believe them to 
be a form of anima)! life, but such fs 
not the case, for they are minute 
plants which can onlv be observed 
with the ald of a microscope. There 
small one-celled organisms are very 
important because all plant and anf- 
mal life depends on them. Every 
nerson has millions of them in his 
body, some of which are beneficial. 
Others cause illness. 

All infectious diseases are due to 
bacterin.’ They cause tuberculosis, 
and influenza by gaining entrance to 
the blood stream, where they mul- 
tiply very rapidlv. Typhoid fever, 
trench fever, hydrophob'a and the 
black plague are also due to these 
organiams, which result in death if 
they get bevond control. . 

Some bacteria are very useful to 
man, and contribute much to his 
well-being. Rawhides could not be 
changed into leather without the use 
of certain bacteria. and it would be 
impossible to make certain kinds of 
cheese without their assistance. To 
users of tobacco it will be interest- 
ing to know that special tobacco) 
flavors are due not so much to the 
tobacco itself as to certain kinds of 
bacteria which take part in the cur- 
ing of the leaves. 

The list of services that bacteria 
nerform for man is almost endless, 
but perhaps the most important one 
is the changing of iron into a form 
in which it can be used. The steel 
age really depends upon bacteria. 
Most of our bog iron ore deposits, 
have been laid down by means of | 
iron bacteria.

Beet Factory Proposed 


Believed Farmers In Fraser Valley 
Would Benefit Greatly 


tish Columbia would be a boon to 
Fraser Valley farmers and would pro- 
vide work for hundreds of unemploy- 
ed, according to experts who have 
thoroughly investigated the possi- 


| bilities. 


A factory, to be practical, would 
cost not less than §1,000,000. Such 
a plant, however, would consume 
100,000 tons of B.C. sugar beets an- 
nually and would provide a return to 
the farmers of at least $600,000_ 

The coal mining industry would 
benefit as the plant would use 6 000 
tons of coal or coke for fuel each 
year and 6,000 tons of limestone for 
clarification purposes. 

Output would be approximately 
12,000 tons of refined sugar, which 
levels would be 
worth $1,200,000. In addition 4,000 
tons of molasses and more than 5,000 
tons of dry beet pulp would be manu- 
factured. 

At least 400 men would 
ployed in the factory. 

Experts state the establishment of 
a sugar beet factory depends on the 
solution of four major problems. 3, 
Federal government excise tax of one 
cent per pound. 2, Continuity of a 
sufficient supply of raw material.

Obtaining heat from 
coal without burning is the applica-

The darkened surface of the land is a 
better absorber of heat during the 
day and reradiates more of it as 
warmth during the night.
